But 
ifit be a truth that the industries in 
these older Provinces are getting 
steadily more able to compete with 
the specialized industries acrosg the 
line, the tine is surely come wher 
they might be allowed to do a little 
more competing, The idea that the 
industries ef the older Provinces 
should move out to the country where 
their goods are sold, is, of course, 
contrary to all the notions on which 
the high tariff for Canada theory is 
built.
